Neither the vote on the referendum 
amendment nor that on the passage ol 
the bill was on party lines.

here, charged with kidnaping [Fred 
Gump, Jdr., Of Kansas City, Mo. a 
youth of 19. and assaulting'him with 
a whip. 

With indicted on the kid- 
napping charge a man described as 
George I. O’Byrnes, and supposed to 
have been employed by Thaw as a body 
guard. Word was received that 
O' Byrnes had been arrested in Phila- 
delphia and detectives were there look- 
ing for Thaw tonight. 

The complaint which was placed 
against Thaw with District Attorney 
Swann, by Frank P. Walsh, former 
chairman of the United States indus- 
trial relations commission, appearing 
now as Gump’s counsel, alleges that 
Thaw enticed the youth to his rooms 
at a hotel here Christmas night and 
there beat him with two whips three 
different times until he bled and be- 
came almost unconscious. 

Testimony describing the whipping 
of young girls by Thaw made up some 
of the most sensational chapters in 
the numerous court actions on the 
question of Thaw’s sanity after his 
acquittal of the murder of White on 
the grounds of insanity and his com- 
mitment to the Matteawan state’ hos- 
pital for the criminal insane. Alien- 
ists for the state testified that whip- 
ping was a mania with Thaw. 

After several years’ litigation at a 
cost of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars to New York state and to Thaw, 
and in which bitter partisanship was 
engendered as to whether he was just- 
ly or unjustly kept in Matteawan, he 
was declared sane by a jury in habeas 
corpus proceedings in the latter part 
of 1915 and released by a court arder. 

Thaw Met Bey in California. 

Acgording to the-informatton tatdbe- 
fore the district attorney, it was to- 
ward the end of 1915 that Thaw first 
met and became interested in Gump. 
He had gone to California after his re- 
lease here to attend the Panama-Pa- 
cific exposition at San Francisco and 
later went to the southern part of the 
state, spending some time at Long 
Beach, California, where he met Gump 
at an ice cream parlor. 

Gump’s mother and hits father, Fred 
Gump, who is said to be a manufac- 
turer of leather trunks in Kansas City, 
were with the boy at Long Beach and 
made no objection to their son's ac- 
quaintanceship with Thaw, the district 
attorney was informed, apparently 
“sharing popular opinion that he had 
been vindicated.” 

After Thaw left California he con- 
tinued to correspond wita «jump, ac- 
cording to information given the dis- 
trict attorney by Mr. Walsh. These 
letters, Walsh ‘said, wurned the boy not 
to show them to ary one, but he let 
his mother read them and sne answered 
them for him. The exchange of let- 
ters continued through 1916, Thaw ex- 
pressing a great interest in the boy’s 
future and a wish to pay for his edu- 
cation abroad. 

Although proffers of money by Thaw 
were refused the boy at last came on 
to New York and went to Thaw’s hotel, 
where it is alleged the assault took 
place.

Germany wants peace—and she 
must have it at once—because Ger- 
man people are starving. German 
government wants peace, because 
the German people are clamoring 
for peace. 

I am not making these state- 
ments as a journalist, for I am not 
a journalist. In times of peace a 
journalist, as a trained observer, 
is in a position to see or seek facts 
and report far more thoroughly and 
efficiently than a civilian observes, 
but in time of war in Germany the 
journalist is a poor person to see, 
seek and report even the slightest 
portions of facts. 

The foreign journalists in Ger- 
many live in hotels, converse with 
waiters, receive favors from high- 
ranking officials and report what 
the censor wishes them to report. 
Consequently, as chroniclers of 
vital facts they are poor mediums. 

I entered Germany on the 17th 
day of August, 1915, and left it 
about seven weeks ago, 

I lived in Germany nearly four- 
teen months; I traveled in Ger- 


many as far south as the Swiss 


frontier; and I went through many 
hardships like the average Ger- 
man. I would have been taken to 
be a German had it not been for the 
fact that I am too young a man to 
be at loose without being in the 
field gray. Only cripples are al- 
lowed to go about in the civilian 
costume, 

Neither did I travel throughout 
Germany as a spy. I went to Ger- 
many because it ts wel] known in 
Holland that Germany wants men 
—tradesmen. I ama journeyman 
compositor and was working at my 
trade while I was taking a course 
in philology at the Amsterdam uni- 
versity. I thought here was a rare 
Opportunity to attend Berlin uni- 
versity and work at my trade~— 
nights—in a Berlin newspaper of- 
fice.

Washington, January 9.—(Special.)—

and Hardwick for the federal district 
judgeship in Georgia, will have an ex- 
tended interview with Attorney Gen- 
eral Gregory on Thursday when the 
whole situation will be discussed.

VOCATIONAL MEASURE 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE 


Washington, January 9%.«—Congres- 
sion approval of federal co-operation in 
vocatiaqgal education, a ster advocated 
by itavoOr leaders and educitors and 
recommended by President “Nilson in 
his address at the opening of che pres- 
ent session, was given today wiien the 
nouse passed the Hughes bill, similar 
to a Measure passed by the senate 
at the last session; appropriating for 
the training and employment of teach- 
ers in state schools to help prepare 
boys and girls for useful employment. 

Some differences between the sen- 
ate and house measures remain to be 
adjusted in conference between con- 
gressional leaders who believethey can 
be disposed of so that the first appro- 
priations will be available July 1, next, 
the effecting date ‘stipulated in the 
Hughes bill. The amount appropriated 
for the first year is $1,700,000, and a 
@reater fund is authorized for each 
‘succeeding year until an annual total 
of $7,200,000 is reached nine years hence, 

-Administration of the system would 
'be under a board created by the bill 
'and in order to participate in the dis- 
| tribution each state must appropriate 
:an amount equal to the federal allot- 
iment to it and must create a state 
| board to co-operate with the federal 
| officials in co-ordinating the work. 
(No teacher employed under the _ act 
' would be placed in any school not under 
public control or which does not pro- 
vide classes both day and evening. The 
‘instruction offered would be only for 
' person's more than fourteen years old. 
| Of the initial appropriation $500,000 
| would be used for salaries of teachers 
of agricultural trades, distributed to the 
‘states according to their rural popula- 
/tion; $500,000 for the saiarles of teach- 
ers of industrial trades, distributed ac- 
‘cording to urban population; $500,000 
for training teachers of these two 
classes and $200,000 to pay the salaries 
and expenses of the administering 
board. 

The teachers’ salary *’ appropriation 
would be increased $250,000 annually 
for each class untN in 1924-25 the an- 
'nual fund would be $3,000,000 for em- 
‘ployment of agricultural and a like 
amount for industrial instructors, The 
fund for training teachers would reach 
its maximum of $1,000,000 in 1919-20 and 
the $200,000 annual appropriation for 
the governing board would remain sta- 
tionary. d 

The only important difference be- 
tween the senate and house bill relates 
to composition of the federal board to 
administer the system. The gsenate 
measure proposes a board of cabinet 
officers with an advisory board of spe- 
cialists. The house bill provides for ad- 
ministration by the commissioner of 
education and four associates appointed 
by the president and paid $5,000 each 
annually.

New York newspapers to his office and 
told them that he had reason to be- 
lieve that the German government was 
about to ask President Wilson to sug- 
gest peace to the allies. This infor- 
mation, he said, came to him through 
sources not connected with the United 
States government and he gave it out 
because he felt that the country was 
entitled to know it because of the ef- 
fect such a move would have on the 
affairs of the nation. He denied that 
he was impelled in any way to make 
the move by stock market holdings, 
declaring he never had held a share of 
stock short in his life and was not in 
the fmarket on the day the “leak” is 
supposed to have occurred. 


Kahn and Curtis Deny. 

Otto Kahn, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
who was called at the suggestion 
of Representative Wood, read into the 
record a statement denying that he 
was in any way connected with a 
“leak” or that he ever had sold short 
in his life. He was excused after tes- 
tifying briefly. 

Allan Curtis, of Boston, called by 
the committee on a suggestion that he 
might be the “A. Curtis” who wrote 
to Representative Wood, occupied the 
stand long enough to deny that he was 
the writer. He wrote his signature 
for the committee that it might be 
compared with that of the unidentified 
“informant” and then left the stand. 

A bill designed especially to provide 
for the punishment of persons who re- 
fuse to testify at the “leak” inquiry 
was introduced today by Representative 
Caldwell, New York. It would make 
it unlawful for anyone to uisobey any 
house order, writ or pares or to 
“misbehave” during a hearing before 
any house committee or to neglect to 
comply with such a committee’s order 
to produce pertinent documents or, 
after subpoena, to refuse to take oath 
and testify. Any federal court would 
be authorized to punish the offender 
for contempt.

FAIL IN REDUCING 
BUDGET 10 INCOME 


After All-Day Session of 
Finance Committee Cost 
Side of Sheet Still $85,300 
Ahead, With Practically 
No Improvements Allowed 


After an all-day session the finance 
committee of council adjourned short- 
ly before 7 o’clock last night with the 
January budget still $85,300 short on 
the income side of the estimated ¢x- 
penses on the appropriations side of 
the sheet. The work of the committee 
during the entire day revealed the 
fact that additional cuts must be made 
to make the sheet balance regardless 
of any improvements. . 

The committee will make every ef- 
fort to have at least a tentative sheet 
ready for council next Monday and 
will meet again this morning at 19 
o'clock for their second session and 
this will also probably last all day. 

Citizens Urge Improvements. | 

Yesterday morning was consumed in 
hearing from citizens who desire im- 
provements made and the remainder of 
the day was taken up in hearing from 
the heads of the various departments. 

Chairman Kelley and Graham West, 
chief clerk to the comptroller, went 
over the sheet carefully before the 
meeting of the committee and were 
able to cut down expenses by $100,000, 
leaving a balance Of $75,000 on the ex- 
pense side to be cut by the committee. 
During the day this deficit was in- 
creased by several thousand dollars 
when members of the committee voted 
to have certain improvements and ex- 
penses regarded as necessary placed 
back in the tentative sheet. 

The largest sum placed in the sheet 
by the committee was for $15,000, to 
be used for a nurses’ dormitory at 
Grady hospital. This increase In the 
apportionment side of the budget was 
made on the motion of Alderman John- 
ston, chairman of the hospital commit- 
tee, after he had explained in detail 
the gift of the Joseph Hirsch heirs and 


by the city in order that they might 
take the gift of $10,000.from this es- 
tate. He explained that the city had 
not been able to meet its obligations 
during 1916 and, if the present. coun- 
cil could not find $15,000: for the project, 
the offer from the estate would lapse. 
Increases and Cuts. 

The committee voted to give the li- 
cense inspector an assistant at $900; 
the fire department $5,000 for hose and 
$180 for a hydrant inspector; the police 
department four chauffeurs for their 
machines at a cost of $2,400; fifty bi- 
cycles at a cost of $1,500; blankets cost- 
ing $100, rule books costing $250. They 
cut out the office of assistant to the 
city marshal, a place with a salary of 
$1,500. They also voted to place in the 
tentative sheet $600 for the Georgia As- 
sociation for the Blind and $500 for 
medicine for charity. 

The estimated receipts of the city 
were increased by $40,000, of which sum 
it was estimated that the tax receipts 
would bring in $25,000 more than was 
first figured and that new business or 
additional consumers in the water de- 
partment would bring in $15,000 more 


than last year. These increases, with 
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the apportionment of $15,000 last year] 


the euts made before the committee 
met, brought the deficit in the sheet 
down to $85,000. 

The committee heard from several 
department heads during the day. In 
every case the official was asked to 
make all reductions in his estimated 
expenses that he could and in almost 
every case before he had retired from 
the room the estimate had been in- 
creased or left at its original figure. 
Chief Cody, Chief Mayo, J. O. Cochran, 
Chief Jentzen and others were heard 
from yesterday. Today the committee 
will call for the head of the school 
department, the chief of construction 
and any others who have not appeared 
and in whose department a possible 
cut may be made. 

Jobs and Salaries Considered. 

Considerable talk was indulged in 
by the committee relative to cutting 
out city jobs. Salaries in the various 
departments were discussed freely with 
each department head, but no action 
was taken on any of them. These 
items will be left to the last for final 
consideration. It is evident that wher- 
ever possible positions will be elimi- 
nated and salaries cut. It was pro- 
posed that some of the force in the 
water, sanitary and other departments 
be reduced. 

The committee authorized the chief 
of the fire department to look into the 
matter of selling Fire Station No. 4 
for the highest figure so that this 
money could be devoted’ to operating 
expenses. 

A large committee of citizens appear- 
ed before the meeting in the morning 
urging that some provi'sion be made 
by the city for a building at the South- 
eastern Fair grounds this year. Mell 
Wilkinson, Ivan Allen, Oscar Miils, H. 
G. Hastings and others spoke for this 
improvement. 

Urge Building for Fair.’ 

“If you haven't the money to provide 
things to keep Atlanta moving forward 
then you must get it,” said Mr. Wil- 
kinson, “A finance sheet that carries 
with it only necessary funds for op- 
erating the city departments is no sheet 
and you gentlemen might as well resign 
your places after making it up, for 
there will not be anything else for you 


to do.” 

“The county has spent three dollars 
for phe one spent by the city on the 
fair during the past year,” stated Mr.

AN OLD, OLD STORY. 


At different periods in the world’s his- 
tory it seems old Hi Cost of Living has 
bobbed up to embarrass the population, fos- 
tered variously by corners, combinations, 
undersupply, speculation and what-not.

From page 497, of the same book, from 
the tenets of Christian Science, I quote: “As 
adherents of truth we take the inspired word 
of the Bible as our sufficient guide to eter- 
nal Hfe. We acknowledge and adore one 
supreme and infinite God.” 

From the Bible, Book of St. John, Mrs. 
Eddy quotes: “The true worshipers shall 
worship the Father in spirit and in truth.” 

Now to associate Christian Science with 
Buddhism or pagan idolatry is entirely with- 
out foundation and shows lack of familiarity 
with the subject of Christian Science. 

As Jesus Christ said, “By their fruits ye 
shall know them,” so shall you know Chris-

Well-Known Negro Leader 
. On the Northern Movement 


Editor Constitution: I have read with great 
interest your editorials on the negro immigra- 
tion north.. I think your views are safe and 
sound. As ‘to southern conditions you are 
well versed, and as to our racial situation 
you seem to be an unerring thermometer. 
You hit the nail on the head when you &8&8y 
that mob violence is the worst disturbing 
element in the south today. The white man 
started it and the white man can stop it 
Nobody else can. : 

Let other southern editors speak out 4s 
you have done. Let the white preachers cry 
aloud and spare not. Let judges and juries 
do their duty impartially and without fear. 
Let influential citizens like Judge Adams 
and others speak out. Let our legislature 40 
its duty, having in ming the welfare of the 
whole people. Let’s put high-minded, self- 
respecting, God-fearing men in office and 
relegate the professional and eheap poli- 
tician to the rear. Then, and not until then, 
will Georgia take her proper place among 
the states of this union. 

I am opposed to my people going north 
or anywhere else in large numbers, unless it 
is absolutely necessary for race preservation. 
It matters not how many leave the south at 
this time, the fact remains the masses will 
remain here for a century to come. I have 
had flattering offers to go north, but my 
decision is to stay here where | can help the 
masses of my people. The white man should 
encourage the strongest leaders of my race 
to stay in the south; recognize him as a 
leader and help him in the uplift of his 
people. As executive officer of our denomi- 
nation I am striving to place in every com- 
munity a strong pastor. Our preachers are 
our real leaders. 

Some of our people are returning from 
the north and others will return, but the 
bulk of those who have gone will remain 
I fear the worst is yet to come. If we can 
successfully pass the spring months, all may 
be well. Il think the leaders of both races 
should get together and discuss this matter 
in a formal way and reach the wisest con- 
clusions possible. You cannot operate on our 
race from without any more than you can 
any other race. Forces from within must 
co-operate with those from without. I. be- 
lieve the State chamber of commerce should 
take up this question with the leaders, real 
leaders—not demagogues—of my. people, and 
earnestly and honestly seek a solution. It 
cannot be denied that all the people of Geor- 
gia, white and black, are one in purpose and 
destiny. What affects one, affects all. Why 
cannot white and biaeck alike lay aside non- 
essentials and unite on and pull together for 
every constructive measure which has for its 
object the elevation of the whole people? 

‘lL am not a politician. I am a preacher. 
I would not give up my work to be presi- 
dent. The destiny of the world has always 
been in the hands of the spiritual leaders. 
Let me appeal to the preachers, white and 
black alike, to exert every honorable effort 
to bring about peace and prosperity, broth- 
erly love and forbearance in our great state. 
To the white man 1 would say that we have 
his religion and civilization. We believe we 
are ri@ht. Do not make infidels of us.

TICK ERADICATORS 
URGE EDUCATION 
OF STOCK RAISERS 


Presided over by J. A. Kiernan, supervis- 
ing inspector of federal forces engaged in 
the eradication of ticks in states east of the 
Mississippi, Tuesday’s session of the confer- 
ence now being held at the federal building 
in Atlanta proved one of the most instructive 
of the session. Dr. C. A. Cary, state veterina- 
rian of Alabama, made the first address, in 
which he stressed the importance of the dip- 
ping vat and arsenical baths for young horses 
as well as cattle. He declared that ticks on 
colts which escape the dipping vats are more 
than likely to reinfect the free pastures dur- 
ing the next season. 

Dr. Cary urged that the men engaged in 
bringing the tick danger and its treatment 
before the people make clear to the breeders 
of cattle the importance of a thorough edu- 
cation in regard to the effect of ticks on 
stock of all kinds. 

Dr. E. M. Nighbert, federal ingpector of 
Florida, opened the discussion on methods 
employed in counties to eradicate ticks. Ad- 
vertising in the form of circulars and posters 
was especially recommended. Others who 
spoke were Dr. E. P. Yager, inspector in 
charge of North Carolina; Dr. C. 'E&. Smith, 
veterinary inspector for Alabama; A. C. Ste- 
ver, of Florida; A. P. Abbott, of Georgia: 
R. V. Raphanel, of Mississippi, and F. S. Hope, 
of South Carolina. 

At the afternoon geession Dr. Peter F. 
Bahnsen, state veterinarian of Georgia, dwelt 
on the “Human Side of Tick Eradication.” 
He declared that the farmer preferred to 
adopt eradication measures through choice 
rather than force and that proper educational 
work was necessary. 

The remainder of Tuesday’s session was 
devoted to a discussion of best methods vf 
erecting vats. 

Today’s session will be given to a discus- 
sion of systematic tick eradication, especially 
as carried onin South Carolina and Alabama.

“This, too,”” explained Benjamin Kklsas, vice 
president of the corporation, “is to be only a 
beginning. We will start with this initial 
appropriation of $50,000, which will be suf- 
ficient to build the one proposed building, 
equip an athletic field, baseball ground, ten- 
nis court and basketball ground, but as other 
buildings and iraprovements are needed in the 
future additionai appropriations will be made 
to provide for them.” 

The initial clubhouse will be modernly 
appointed and equipped in every particular 
and in every way will conform with the up- 
to-date Y¥. M. C. A, clubhouse. This contem- 
plates, of course, reading rooms, shower and 
plunge baths and gymnasium. The Y. M.C.A., 
will furnish a superintendent and physical 
director to manage every detail of the plant, 

The corporation already has a similar in- 
stitution on its grounds to take care of the 
needs of its women employees, known as the 
Wesley House, which is managed and main- 
tained under the auspices of the Trinity Methe 
odist Episcopal church.

Ante-Bellum Doll 
Costumes Are Displayed 
In the National Museum 


Pertaining to the dress of man and woman 

kind, there is in the older building of the 
United States National museum, a small col- 
lection of dolls and dolls’ accessories so 
complete as to bring joy to the hearts of 
even the most fastidious of children of the 
present day. Although these dolls were used 
between 1855 and 1864, they are in remark- 
ably fine condition, and their belongings 
are as complete and fresh as the trousseau 
of an up-to-date bride. 
_Naturally they are not modern styles, 
Since they were designed and made before 
the war, but upon examining the clothes 
carefully they are found to be true to the 
times represented, and fashioned with the 
utmost care and labor. Even the assiduous 
curators and students of historical dresses. 
known as period costumes, cannot find a de- 
tail missing in these miniature reproductions 
of the then prevalent mode, although all of 
them are homemade. 

Two of these dolls have china heads, and 
homemade bodies of cloth. One is dressed 
in blue brocade silk; the other in brown 
calico striped in white, and figured in purple 
and green. 
No Garments Missing. 

No garment is missing and according to 
the times they are amply provided with un- 
derskirts and underwear, stockings and 
booties. Then, as now, white stockings 
seem to have been popular. The one dressed 
in silk wears a neck-piece and muff of white 
cloth to represent ermine, and also a bracelet 
and finger ring. 

Besides the dresses thus displayed, these 
two dolls have garments of all descriptions, 
both for summer and winter wear, as well 
as many household utensils and pieces of 
furniture, including a complete bed, with 
feather tick and pillows, sheets, pillow slips, 
etc. There are seven dresses arranged on 
forms to properly show them off, and some 
coats, waists, aprons, bonnets, boots, stock- 
ings, and other articles of wear, as well as 
scarfs, strings of beads, watches and other 
jewelry. ‘ 

Several pieces of chinaware are also in- 
cluded in this old collection of dolls’ acces- 
sories. Perhaps some of the most interest- 
ing things are six pleces of doll’s clothes 
patterns cut from newspapers, and used in 
the construction of certain of the wearing 
apparel made over 50 years ago. 

There is also a set of homemade paper 
dolls with changeable clothes, which com- 
pare favorably with paper dolls of recent 
make, although they are less elaboraté. 

Collection Belonged to Miss Slade. 

The collection originally belonged to Miss 
Ella Slade, of Middlebury, Vt., granddaughter 
of William Slade, governor of Vermont from 
1844-1846, and for twelve years a member of 
congress from that state, and great-grand- 
daughter of William Slade, a soldier in the 
Revolutionary war, who suffered on a: British 
prison ship of infamous memory, in New 
York harbor, and after the war went as a 
pioneer from New Canaan, Conn., to Corn- 
wall, Vt. 

Through the courtesy of Dr. Charles F. 
Langworthy, of this city, the National mu- 
seum came Into possession of the dolls and 
their costumes, as a gift from Mrs. Burton 
Thomposn (Mrs. Anna Slade Thompson), of 
New York, and Mrs. C. Hill (Mrs. Katherine 
Slade Hill), of Middleboro, Conn., nieces of 
Miss Ella Slade, the original owner. 

The articles were discovered recently, hav- 
ing been carefully packed away since the 
childhood days of Miss Ella Slade, in a state 
of excellent preservation, which has enabled 
the curator of history to exhibit them just as 
they were found.

TO PICKET WHITE ROUSE

Wa'shington, January 9.—-W oman 
suffragists, after another futile appeal 
to President Wilson today for his sup- 
port of the Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment, announced plans for retaliation 


by picketing the white house grounds 
with “silent sentinels.” Their purpose 
is to make it impossible for the presi- 
dent to enter or leave the white hvuse 
without encountering a sentinel bear- 
ing some device pleading the suf- 
frage cause. 

The move was acknowledged to be 
a step in the new policy of mild mili- 
tancy which began with the coup in the 
house gallery ‘on December 6, when a 
party of suffragists unfurled a votes 
for women banner while the president 
was making his opening address. 

What the white house authorities will 
do about the pickets the suffragists in- 
tend to leave for development. After

President Was Surprised. 


Headed by Miss Maud Younger and 
Mrs. Sara Bard Field, 300 suffragists 
from the Congressional union went to 
see the president ostensibly to present 
memorials on the death of Mrs. Inez 
Milholland Boissevain. Because of the 
affair in the house gallery in Decem- 
ber, there wa's some difficulty in ar- 
ranging the audience, but the presi- 
dent consented to receive the women. 
When they made it the occasion to re- 
new their pleas that he support the 
suffrage amendment the president ex- 
pressed his surprise, reminded’ the 
spokesmen of the party that he had 
not been apprised of their full pur- 
pose and was not prepared to say more 
than he had on previou's occasion. He 
reported that he believed personally 
in their cause, but as the leader of his 
party could not commit it to action it 
had not indorsed. The-president added 
he could not understand why women 
failed to realize that the democratic 
party had done more for suffrage than 
the republicans. 

“T had not been apprised that you 
were coming here to make any repre- 
sentations or would issue an appeal to 
me,” said the president. “I had been 
told that you were coming to present 
memorial resolutions with regard to 
the very remarkable woman whom your 
cause has lost. I, therefore, am not pre- 
pared to say anything further than I 
have said on previous occasions of this 
sort. 

Wihilson’s. Own Convictions. 


“T do not need to tell you where my 
own convictions and my own personal 
purpose lie, and I need not tell you by 
what circumscriptions I am bound as 
the leader of a party. <As the leader 
of a party my commands come from 
the party and not from private per- 
sonal convictions. My personal action 
as a citizen, of course, comes from no 
source but my own convictions and 
therefore my position has been so fre- 
quently defined and I hone so candidly 
defined and it is so impossible for me 
until the orders of my party are chang- 
ed to do anything: other than I am 
doing as a party leader, that I think 
nothing more is necessary to be said.
